drilling permits in the offshore Gippsland Basin. Mincorp has a 5 per cent inter- 
est in the consortium, Shell 40 per cent, News Corporation and TNT, 20 per cent 
each and Crusader O11, 15 per cent. News Corporation is involved in two petroleum 
exploration permit areas in the Officer Basin, Western Australia where it has a 50 
per cent interest. The group has an indirect interest in other petroleum explora- 
tion areas through its interest in Ansett Transport Industries.

TUNA FLSHING RESOLUT.ON--South-coast tuna fishermen now have amarket for the whole 
of their catch, according to a WA fish dealer. The executive director of West 
Ocean Canning Pty Ltd, Mr Victor Kailis, said that the company had negotiated 

new markets for tuna in Australia. In previous years local canneries had to 
import fish to meet the demand on the local market, Mr Kailis said yesterday. 

This year was the first when canneries were faced with a surplus. West Ocean 

had contacted all the people who bought tuna from the company and negotiated an 
increase in the quantity they would take this year. It would buy all the tuna 
caught on the south coast till the end of the season a few weeks hence. He 

said his company would pay fishermen with whom it had longstanding arrangements 
S800 a tonne for all the fish within their allocated quota. The rest of the catch 
over the quota, and all the tuna caught by other fishermen, would be received et 
S680 a tonne. At that price the boats could still operate at a profit, he 
asserted.

PLANNED OCEAN PANEL WILL STRENGTHEN COAST GUARD

The Union Government's decision to set up a new department of ocean development 
to be followed by the establishment of an ocean commission to safeguard the 
nation's maritime interests in ite exclusive economic zone (REZ) of 320 km has 
been well received by the different quarters concerned with the security aspect 
and the ocean sclences, exploration and engineering. 


The Navy and the Coast Guard are looking after matters relating to the security 
of maritime interests in the exclusive economic zone where there is recurrent 
intrusion by foreign tishing vessels. 


One of the functions of the Coast Guard is to assist the customs and other authori- 
ties in anti-smuggling activities. It is waiting to be equipped with patrolling 
vessels and aircraft. 


An offer from the itindustan Aeronautics Limited (HAL) for coast guard duty is 

under the consider: tion of the Government. Recently the Coast Guard and the naval 
vessels ° the north Arabian Sea apprehended eight poaching Taiwanese trawlers. 

The Gover at's decteton to set up a high-powered ocean commission will strengthen 
the organisation, 


The first task: As far as the exploration and development of ocean resources are 
concerned, the first task of the new department will be to integrate the different 
agencies engaged in the job. How such integration could be attempted has been 
examined in a study carried out by Capt. M. K. Mukherjee, Deputy Director of the 
Naval Sciences and Technological Laboratory, Visakhapatnam. 


fhe study says it wil! be necessary to set up a central institute of ocean sci- 
ences to develop the technology required to exploit the resources covering several 
disciplines as zoological sciences, marine technology, offshore oil and mineral! 
exploration, diving, ocean thermal energy studies, etc. 


The expertise required for these different purposes will have to be assembled 
from the different existing centres and properly organised. A team of professors, 
scientists and engineers is needed to conduct the teaching and training programmes

FRENCH FISHERIES COOPERATLON REPORTED 
Victoria NATION in French 25 Mar 81 pp 1, 2 
\Article: “Tuna Boats Return to France but Fishing Continues] 


[Text] An agreement signed between the representatives of the Seychelles and the 
French government defined future cooperation with France in our country's fishing 
industry. 


Following this agreement, France will continue ite aid with respect to research 
in order to find methods better suited to the fish of our fishing industry 


The minister for planning and development, Dr Maxime Ferrari, who signed this 
agreement for the Seychelles, explained that rod fishing has not been a4 success 
and that following these inadequate results the four tuna boata=--the Aldabra, the 
Assomption, the Astove and the Alphonse--will return to France, but fishing will 
continue. 


The agreement was signed for the French side by Christian Joudiou, the director 
of economic development of the French Minietr, of Cooperation. 


The minister for planning and development indicated that the tuna boats will be 
returned, but France will begin research on the tuna and live bait in Seychelles 
waters, research which was not done before the acquisition of the tuna boats, as 
well ae other projects. The research will be performed by OSTROM, a French re- 
search firm, two experte from which will arrive shortly in Victotaa. 


"This will set use back two or three eteps,” Minister Ferrari continued, “but at 
the same time this will help us make better progress.” 


Retracing the history of tuna fishing, the minister emphasized that it has always 
had problems. "Since the beginning of the struggle, the SPUP [Seychelles Peoples 
United Party], which became the SPPF [Seychellois People's Progressive Front], 
always put emphasis on the development of our fishing industry. 


"after the 5 June Revolution, a cooperation treaty was signed with France which 
was wi'ling to help ue in thie field.” 


The minister for planning and development continued, “Being very enthusiastic, we 
started too fast; we wanted to have a tuna industry, can’ d tuna, etc., right 
away. 




















"The four tuna boats were acquired, two a8 a gift and the other two as loans 
Which we ae ept ed, 


"we bene! ited from the technical asal tanee of the French fishing boats,” he 
said, 


"hut since their arrival, approximately a year ago, these four tuna boats have 
obtained poor results, ad for several months we have noted that the situation 


was deteriorating.” 


Minieter Ferrari continued, etressing that the Seychelles government had then 
talked matters over with ite French partners and the latter had granted new 
Credits to continue this project, 


Finally, he said, it wae clear that the project was not going to work and France 
did net want to contribute to such a, ojvct. For us, he continued, 4 project 
which Le not profitable is of no int .est 


“This week a French delegation came to Seychelles. It was headed by Mr Joudion, 
with whom we had friendly discussions, and we were able to identify the source 
of our problems," 


he discussions cesulted in the retur: of the tuna boate and the continuation of 
ihe research in the field of fishing.
